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Claims 7 and 12 have been amended after final to now positively require the combination and/or physical interaction between 
components of the mounting device to avoid the possibility of intended use recitations. For instance, in claim 7, the mounting member is 
now (as amended) received in the electronic device opening in floating relationship (as opposed to 'able to be received'), and the retainer 
member is received in the mounting member opening (as opposed to 'able to be received'). Claim 12 appears to still read on previously 
cited Allen '282, because the mounting member 46 taught by Allen '282 is securely retained to an electronic device 40 as first 65 and 
second 54 fasteners are swapped and engaged with an equiptment rack via threaded openings 22. 



Further consideration of the prior art is necessary, as the amendment after final now requires a more indepth search of theYiewly 
added structural and cooperational limitations.
